An Ordinance Relating to Sidewalks 


and Sidewalk Building in the City 
of Ada. 
Be it Ordained by the Mayor and 


Councilment oE the City of Ada: 
Section 1. All sidewalks hereafter 


constructed 
upon 
the 
streets 
or 


•venues of the city of Ada, shall be 
or brick or concrete. If brick is used, 
the same shall be of good seme- 
•vitrified brick and laid in broken 
joints, and where the walk does nol 
extend to the curb-line, bricks shall 
be set up on edges on the inner 
and outer edges of said walk to re- 
tain the same in place. If concrete 
is used, the materials used in its 
construction shall be fixed and laid 
in conformity with, the specification* 
set forth hereinafter. All walks shal! 
be laid fiat. In the business districts 
the said walks shall extend 
from 


curb-line to property line, and In 
the residence districts, they shall be 
four feet in width, the exact location 
of 
which shall be determined by 


the city engineer and the sidewalk 
committee 


Sec. 2. All sidewlaks extending to 


the curb-line, shall be curbed on the 
«uter edge with stone or concrete, 
said stones or concrete to be not 
less than five inches thick on top 
•and beveled one Inch to the 
feet 


in height and shall not be less than 
one foot In the ground from the bot- 
tom of the gutter. 


Sec 3 
In excavating for a brick 


walk, the ground shall be brought 
to a sub-grade not less than 
four 


Inches below the finished grade of 
the walk and said subgrade shall 
be thoroughly tamped if necessary to 
afford a solid foundation. Upon this 
sub-grade shall be spread a course 
of 
clean, sharp 
sand 
two inches 


deep, which shall be properly tamped 
to a true plane parallel with finished 
grade Upon 
this 
course 
shall be 


spread 
a second 
course 
of 
clear 


fine sand 
not 
less 
than one-half 


inch deep 'in which to bed the brick. 
Upon the second 
course of sand 


a course of brick shall be laid, face 
up, 
with 
points 
properly 
broken, 


said course of brick to he properly 
tamped «o as to bring same to the 
finished grade of the curbing. 


Sec. 4. In excavating for concrete 


sidewalks, 
the 
ground 
shall 
be 


brought to a sub-grade of not less 
than four Inches below the finished 
grade of the walks, and said sub- 


_grade shall be thoroughly tamped 
If necessary to afford a solid foun- 
dation. Upon the foundation nhall be 
placed A course of concrete not less 
than three and one-half inches deep, 
same to be composed of one part 
Portland cement, two parts clean 
sharp stand, and four parts of crush- 
ed limestone or gravel, size not less 
"than one-fourth greater than three- 
fourth inches dimensions. The con- 
crete shall be tamped In a manner 
satisfactory to the city engineer or 
assistants 
under him. The concrete 


•hall be built In sections not to ex- 
ceed twenty 
feet 
superficial 
area, 


and the space inside the forms shall 
be subdivided by a sheet of iron 
three-eighth inch thick, which shall be 
withdrawn after the tamping is com- 
pleted and before the concrete sets, 
providing expansion room. After prop- 
er tamping and while the concrete 
base it still green, a wearing surface 
shall be spread over the same to a 
depth of not less than one-half inch 
thick, same to be composed of one 
part Portland cement, and two parts 
clean, 
sharp 
sand. Tie 
Portland 


cement used In the sidewalk construc- 
tion shall be of good marketable 
material, acceptable to the city en- 
gineer and the sidewalk committee. 


Sec. 5. No person firm or corpor- 


ation shall put down or construct 
any 
sidewalk in the city of Ada, 


without first ha\ing received a permit 
therefor, from the city clerk, issued 
and payable in the same manner as 
other building permits are issued. 


Sec. 
6. 
All sidewalks hereafter 


constructed in the said city shall be 
built on the grades established by 
the city engineer; and the said en- 
gineer shall have the power to have 
any sidewalk taken 
up when the 


0ame has not been constructed in 
conformity 
therewith. 


Sec 7. The city engineer and the 


sidewalk committee are hereby au- 
thorized to permit plank sidewalks 
to be constructed over drains, ditches 
and other water course, where the 
building of concrete or brick side- 
walks is impracticable, the permit 
Issued by the 'city clerk therefor, to 
be approved by the said engineer. 


Sec. 8. Any person, firm or cor- 


poration who shall build or construct 
any sidewalk in the city of Ada, 
except in compliance with the speci- 
fications and conditions set forth in 
this ordinance, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion in the .police court, shall be 
fined in any sum not exceeding fifty 
dollars.

ORDINANCE XO. 149. 


An Ordinance Relating to Sidewalks 


and Sidewalk Building in the City 
of Ada. 
Be it Ordained by the Mayor and 


Councilment oE the City of Ada: 
Section 1. All sidewalks hereafter 


constructed 
upon 
the 
streets 
or 


•venues of the city of Ada, shall be 
or brick or concrete. If brick is used, 
the same shall be of good seme- 
•vitrified brick and laid in broken 
joints, and where the walk does nol 
extend to the curb-line, bricks shall 
be set up on edges on the inner 
and outer edges of said walk to re- 
tain the same in place. If concrete 
is used, the materials used in its 
construction shall be fixed and laid 
in conformity with, the specification* 
set forth hereinafter. All walks shal! 
be laid fiat. In the business districts 
the said walks shall extend 
from 


curb-line to property line, and In 
the residence districts, they shall be 
four feet in width, the exact location 
of 
which shall be determined by 


the city engineer and the sidewalk 
committee 


Sec. 2. All sidewlaks extending to 


the curb-line, shall be curbed on the 
«uter edge with stone or concrete, 
said stones or concrete to be not 
less than five inches thick on top 
•and beveled one Inch to the 
feet 


in height and shall not be less than 
one foot In the ground from the bot- 
tom of the gutter. 


Sec 3 
In excavating for a brick 


walk, the ground shall be brought 
to a sub-grade not less than 
four 


Inches below the finished grade of 
the walk and said subgrade shall 
be thoroughly tamped if necessary to 
afford a solid foundation. Upon this 
sub-grade shall be spread a course 
of 
clean, sharp 
sand 
two inches 


deep, which shall be properly tamped 
to a true plane parallel with finished 
grade Upon 
this 
course 
shall be 


spread 
a second 
course 
of 
clear 


fine sand 
not 
less 
than one-half 


inch deep 'in which to bed the brick. 
Upon the second 
course of sand 


a course of brick shall be laid, face 
up, 
with 
points 
properly 
broken, 


said course of brick to he properly 
tamped «o as to bring same to the 
finished grade of the curbing. 


Sec. 4. In excavating for concrete 


sidewalks, 
the 
ground 
shall 
be 


brought to a sub-grade of not less 
than four Inches below the finished 
grade of the walks, and said sub- 


_grade shall be thoroughly tamped 
If necessary to afford a solid foun- 
dation. Upon the foundation nhall be 
placed A course of concrete not less 
than three and one-half inches deep, 
same to be composed of one part 
Portland cement, two parts clean 
sharp stand, and four parts of crush- 
ed limestone or gravel, size not less 
"than one-fourth greater than three- 
fourth inches dimensions. The con- 
crete shall be tamped In a manner 
satisfactory to the city engineer or 
assistants 
under him. The concrete 


•hall be built In sections not to ex- 
ceed twenty 
feet 
superficial 
area, 


and the space inside the forms shall 
be subdivided by a sheet of iron 
three-eighth inch thick, which shall be 
withdrawn after the tamping is com- 
pleted and before the concrete sets, 
providing expansion room. After prop- 
er tamping and while the concrete 
base it still green, a wearing surface 
shall be spread over the same to a 
depth of not less than one-half inch 
thick, same to be composed of one 
part Portland cement, and two parts 
clean, 
sharp 
sand. Tie 
Portland 


cement used In the sidewalk construc- 
tion shall be of good marketable 
material, acceptable to the city en- 
gineer and the sidewalk committee. 


Sec. 5. No person firm or corpor- 


ation shall put down or construct 
any 
sidewalk in the city of Ada, 


without first ha\ing received a permit 
therefor, from the city clerk, issued 
and payable in the same manner as 
other building permits are issued. 


Sec. 
6. 
All sidewalks hereafter 


constructed in the said city shall be 
built on the grades established by 
the city engineer; and the said en- 
gineer shall have the power to have 
any sidewalk taken 
up when the 


0ame has not been constructed in 
conformity 
therewith. 


Sec 7. The city engineer and the 


sidewalk committee are hereby au- 
thorized to permit plank sidewalks 
to be constructed over drains, ditches 
and other water course, where the 
building of concrete or brick side- 
walks is impracticable, the permit 
Issued by the 'city clerk therefor, to 
be approved by the said engineer. 


Sec. 8. Any person, firm or cor- 


poration who shall build or construct 
any sidewalk in the city of Ada, 
except in compliance with the speci- 
fications and conditions set forth in 
this ordinance, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion in the .police court, shall be 
fined in any sum not exceeding fifty 
dollars. 


Sec. 9. That this ordinance shall 


go into force and effect from and
